prefectures vere covered by the report. Foor communication was the reason 
eiven for inability to report on all prefectures, However, reports fron 
on eee eeburcs will be rendered separetely as soon as received, 

Bricfly in the 19 nrefectures recortind, 275,425 fanilies (represent- 
ing 1,010,083 individuals) and 34,011 unattached esi ia reecived relief 
in Merch. This representec a total of 1,042,994 individuels. Total out- 
ley ras 28,196,375 yon, or approximatcly 27 yen per individual per month. 

Certain Ciscrepancics apnesred such as wide variations in sone cases 
in erents he tween nr: fcoturcs, anc incomlct«: covereg: of roliof ex.tegor- 
ies. These will be corrected as soon as instructions can be disseminated 
to all prefectures. 

Housing 

Accented activity was anvarent in housing this week as Labor Advisory 
Committed, ESS callo@ several meetings in connection with their Japanese 
Public Works Program. Forectry, Price Control and Rationing, Industry, 
Minimg, Public Velfere and other sections were represented, Aggreement was 
reached that the Ministry of Yclfare should build up a shelf of projects 
and that Economic Stabilicvetion Bon~d should be the deciding group in which. 


projects vould be eliminated, WYousing was inerensed in priority and amounts

2. The failure of the Imperial Japanese Government and Pre- 
fectural and local governments to comply with directives of SOAP 
to establish, maintain and distribute reserve relief supplies from 
former Japanese Army - Navy stocks has been brought to the attention 
of General Headquarters, Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers, 
and to require corrective action, 


3. Command instructions pertaining to the execution of surveillance 
required in connection with Momorandum mentioned in paragraph l, | 
above, have been dispatched through command channels, The follow-— 
ing is a general statement regarding Occupation Force responsibility 
for surveillance of tho directive. 


a. Inspections mado of the operation of the Reserve Re- 
lief Supply plan should include sample checks of food and clothing 
storage locations to insure adequacy of facilities and mcasures 
taken to prevent deterioration and pilferage of supplies. 


b. All winter clothing and blankets held for relief dis- 
tribution should be distributed pursuant to previous directives of 
General Headquarters, Supreme Commander for the Allicd Powers, No 
distribution of food stocks held as a relicf reserve has been 
authorized by Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers, with the ex- 
ception of the distribution of food stocks subject to carly deterioration. 
Whenever possible stocks so distributed, will be replaced from other yee 
Japanese Army and Navy supplies turned over to the Japanese Home Min- a 
istry. 


c. Inspections of distribution points should be made to 
verify that no discrimination or preferential treatment is being pro- 
vided individuals or groups of needy persons.
